At the same time, Governor Pinchot announced that he is devoting 
much of his time at present to plan* for an extensive scientific journey 
he will make to the South Seas. 
Governor Pinchot. for many years a national leader in the con­ 
servation and reforestation movement, was in Heading discussing with 
group of leading business men tho proposed $25,000,000 forestry loan 
to be voted upon in the general election November 6 as Amendment 
Number I bred*. 
Ile is coming to Gettysburg tomorrow for the same 
purpose and will meet a group of representative Adams county busi­ 
ness men at the Hotel Gettysburg at ll o'clock in the morning.
